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SHOPPER'S  COAT

I  or  homemakers  who  have  chores  away  from  home, 
|i  irlicularly  grocery  shopping,  this  shopper's  coat  is 
[ir.ii  tical. 

.Not  merely  a  rainy-weather  coat,  this  garment  can 
be  worn  on  cool  sunny  days  as  well  as  on  wet  clays. 
With  a  liner,  a  suit,  or  a  heavy  sweater  under  it  the 
shopper's  coat  will  serve  also  on  cold  days. 

The  coat  is  made  from  cotton  coating  that  is  pre- 
shrunk,  colorfast,  and  treated  for  resistance  to  both 
showers  and  wrinkling.  The  small  all-over  check 
pattern  does  not  show  soil  readily. 


I.  She's  off  to  the  store  in  a 
shopper's  coat  of  shower-resistant 
cotton.  She  carries  a  folded  box 
that  unfolds  to  carry  grocery  bag. 
Low  front  pleat  allows  room  for 
walking,  or  for  stepping  up  or  down. 
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2.  Well-planned  pockets  make  car- 
rying a  handbag  unnecessary.  Gro- 
cery list  can  be  slipped  into  place 
on  the  left  sleeve.  A  pencil  on  a 
chain  attached  to  the  inside  of  the 
lower    right    pocket    can't    get    lost. 


3.  A  small  pocket,  set  in  the  seam 
above  left  sleeve  cuff,  is  a  built- 
in  dispenser  of  paper  handkerchiefs. 
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Functional  features  of  the  shopper's  coat  are- 

•  Loose-fitting  style  with  raglan  sleeves.  Thi 
allows  free  movement  of  the  arms  and  shoulders, 
makes  it  possible  to  wear  the  coat  comfortably  over 
other  outer  garments. 

•  Long  front  zipper  closing.  This  keeps  the  coat 
from  blowing  open,  protects  the  wearer  and  her 
clothing  from  the  rain. 

•  Well-fitting  hood  with  shoulder  cape.  The  com- 
fortable hood  has  drawstrings  to  pull  up  on  windy 
days  to  keep  it  from  blowing  off,  and  a  visor  to  protect 
against  the  sun  or  rain.  It  is  cut  so  that  it  allows  clear 
vision  for  safety.  The  cape  adds  extra  thickness  over 
the  shoulders  for  more  protection  from  heavy  showers. 
O  Planned  pockets  and  box  for  carrying  a  grocery 
bag.     These  features  make  shopping  easier. 


4.  Unfolded,  with  strap  over  the 
shoulder,  grocery  -  carrying  box  is 
ready  for  duty.  Shopper  steadies 
the  box  as  grocer  sets  the  bag  in 
place.  Carrying  box  makes  the  bag 
easier    to    carry,    more    manageable. 


5.  Bus  fare  is  ready.  Token  dis- 
penser, which  is  attached  to  a  pull 
chain,  rolls  back  into  upper  right 
pocket.  There's  no  need  for  a  hunt 
through  a  handbag  or  a  shifting  of 
groceries  from  one  hand  to  another. 


6.  Grocery  bag  slides  easily  onto 
the  lap  with  no  lifting.  Strap  on 
the    carrying    box    can    be    adjusted. 


If    it's    showery,    groceries    are    protected    by 
a    plastic   cover   kept    in    pocket   on    the    box. 


No    fumbling    for   the    house    key.     It    is    on 
the    roll-up    chain    with    the    token    dispenser. 
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Shopping    needs   are   at   the   fingertips  and    easy  to  find    in   these   planned 
pockets.     Zippers    make    the    lower    pockets   a    safe    place    for   valuables.
